The maintenance of good roads is 


a matter of great importance to any 


rural town. <A town which is de- 


pendant upon a farming comimuity 


| for support cannot afford to let the 


highways which lead to it be in bad 
condition. Ifthese arteries of trade 
are not watched and are allowed to 
become poor it is certain that the 
business interests of the community 
interested will suffer. The following 
letters were read at the town meeting 
on Monday night by Mr. P. I. Me 
Anally and brings to light a mis- 
understanding which cannot be 
rectified any too quickly.

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The Horseman 


There is a pretty good story told 
about the resourcefulness of a certain 
well knwon trainer and race driver, a 
story that has never appeared in print, 
and it is worth reading. 

This reinsman (I will omit his name 
for various reasons), who is known to 
be very short in the grain, but a good 
fellow, nevertheless, had a select string 
beginning the season of 1909, and it 
was even more select at the end of the 
racing season, for the horses comprising 
it won a very large percentage of the 
races’ in which they started and re- 
turned to winter quarters with no small 
amount of money to their credit, and 
the particular horse about which this 
story hinges, was largely instrumental 
in swelling this amount. 

His horse had been handled by other 
trainers previous to last winter, but 
had not been considered as being up to 
much, However, when the trainer in 
question got him in the fall of 1908, 
he began to give him a careful pre- 
paration, which resulted in the horse 
winning several important races on the 
ice last winter, which, of course, boom- 
ed his stock considerable and made him 


look a good thing for the coming sea-

Whereupon the driver thus ad- 
dressed proceeded to take back his mare 
thinking the other had a lot in reserve, 
with the result that the foxy one eased 
off his horse, which, as a matter of fact, 
was all in, and gave him a much needed 
breathing spell, thereby having some- 
thing left for the final brush to the 
wire. When the driver of the mare 
realized that there was no danger of 
any of the others falling behind the 
flag, he set sail to get to the pay station 
first, but it was too late, the horse won 
by a narrow margin, although he looked 

e a 100 to 1 shot if the driver of 
the mare had not been owtwitted. This 
goes iv show that there are other ways 
of winning a race than by having the 
best horse.

I had ne idea that John could 
beat this horse, for he was one of the 
cracks of the day, but as I had always 
been anxious to know just how good 
my horse could’ go over a mile track, 
the opportunity of finding out was at 
hand, for my friend was out to go a 
fast mile. The track .was great and 
the weather conditions perfect, and, as 
ohn appeared to be in better humor 
than usual, there appeared to be a 
;good chance of finding out. Well, we 
went to the quarter at a furious clip 
with John at the rail and racing like 
mad, He was altogether on his cour- 
jage, and all I had to do was to sit still. 
The other chap was right there looking 
jhim in the eye, and we went like a 
team to the half, without more than a 
foot difference between us, I peeped 
jat my watch and it registered a cork- 
ing clip, but neither horse slackened 
his speed a bit, and at the three-quarter 
pole -we were still on even terms, when 
the other driver yelled over to me that 
he didn’t think my horse had so much 
speed, I told him to come on with his 
nig and give my fellow a searching, 
;so when we hit the straight for home 
he called on his horse for the final sprint 
and he responded, too. But John was 
full of race at that particular hour, 
and he pinned back his ears, took a 
stronger hold of the bit and said, come 
on. Up to this stage I had not touch- 
ed him with the whip or even spoken 
to him, but when we were at the eighth 
pole, I chirped to him a couple of times, 
as the other seemed to be gaining a 
little, with the result that McEwen 
beat him to the wire by a head, and if 
it had been a regular race John Me- 
Ewen would:be a long way from being 
eligible to the 2.09 class as he is today.’ 


John McEwen is a peculiar horse, 
one of the most eccentric of the prom- 
inent horses racing, but Nat seems to 
have found out the right combination 
of him, and although the noted steeple- 
chase rider may talk enthusiastically 
;2bout other horses, it doos not take, vory 
long to discover that there is an ex- 
ceedingly warm spot in his heart for the 
unsexed Bon of Dr. John and Polka 
Belle.

MERICAN Rugby is indicted and 
will be on trial for its life from 
this on. Already, some colleges 

and schools have hung the taboo sign 
on the game, and when so large a city 
—and one so generally careless of life 
or injury—as New York abolishes a 
game from its schools, there is surely 
strong reasons for doing so. 


Did I say reasons? Forces would be 
the better word. And forces there are, 
and enough of them, one would think, 
to compel legal enactments against a 
‘*game’’ that kills and maims more 


stable, and it was fully expected that 
he would bring a great deal more than 
$775, which was the price Mr. Smith 
got him for. 


Having a three-year-old reeord of 
2.274%, made on a half-mile ring and be- 
ing a winner at Madison Square Garden, 
New York, are qualifications that must 
be recognized.

Do you know I have had to use the 
persuader on him for the whole of a 
two mile and a half journey. Now, 
Good and Plenty, one of the best horses 
that ever went to the infield, was al- 
together different. He would always 
run his race, It didn’t make ayy dif- 
ference to him what the footing was 
like or whether it was the hottest day 
in August or the coldest day in Octo- 
ber, he was always cheerful and would 
never fail to give you the best that was 
in him. He was truly a great horse. 


young men than all the other games— 
real games—besides. ‘l'wenty-six killed! 
Sixty-nine injured! Five killed by body 
blows! Five by having their spines 
broken! Six by concussion of the 
brain! There’s a game for you! Why, 
it is a lot safer to go to such wars 
as the Spanish-American row, and it 
would take a thousand French duels to 
produce a small part of the bodily harm 
that a grammar school rugby game turns 
out without half trying. 

Of course,nobody believes that there 
were only sixty-nine players hurt, and 
if you ask me I’d say the rugby re- 
corders make a bit of a mistake in 
keeping the list of hurts down when the 
fatalities were so many; it looks as 
though rugby is a case of death rather 
han mere injury, and it would have 
been a lot better to be truthful about 
it and put the hurt list somewhere near 
where it belongs, which doubtless is 
nearer to a hundred and sixty-nine than 
it is to the figure given out. 

There’s another point about the 
American rugby records of 1909, and 
that is the showing of killed and injur- 
ed among the college players and the 
younger chaps from the high schools 
and academies. Back along, the rugby 
men over yonder have been claiming 
that the deaths and hurts took place 
almost altogether among the younger 
and immature players, who went into 
the game unprepared by right trainin 
methods. Men who were prepared—col- 
lege players—said these experts, were 
almost never killed and rarely hurt 
much, ‘This year, ten college players 
were killed to nine from high schools 
and seven in other games, which makes 
it look as though all of the college men 
are not as durable as they have been 
touted, Maybe they weren’t trained 
as carefully as usual and maybe the 
ame has become so much worse than 
t was that men cannot train up to the 
peins of withstanding the shocks and 
urden of the game as it is played. At 
all events, ten college men were killed, 
and such an appalling array of deaths 
among rugby players has brought the 
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game up for its trial with fathers and 
mothers as the jurors and men who are 
expert in games as judges. Between the 
two, with all the evidence there is 
against American rugby as a game, it 
seems likely that something will hap- 
pen in the way of a verdict, and if I am 
going to guess, I’d think the decision 
will be strong agin the game as it 
is played. 

Not that the experts will knock foot- 
ball if they can help it. There seems 
to be something about that style of 
rugby that goes to the head and des- 
troys what sense the man had before 
he went into the rugby business and so 
it isn’t to be expected that there will 
be any easing up on the part of the 
rugby experts, except they are driven 
to it, but it looks like they may have 
to be driven and will be. 


DA bec no mistake about it, the peo- 
ple across the line are some stirred 

up over this rugby affair, Of 
course, there are plenty of them who 
don’t care a whoop if players are kill- 
ed or broken to bits, but there are oth- 
ers, and the others do care. They’re the 
ones who aren’t naturally bloodthirsty, 
along with a good many who have spec- 
ial cause to feel sore toward a game 
that has killed a son or a brother, a 
sweetheart, or a friend. It is these 
fathers, mothers, sisters, brothers, and 
friends who have lost those who were 
dear to them that are going to make the 
rugby men see what a foolish, brutal 
game they are supporting, and it is high 
time, too. Here is old General Mosby— 
a cavalry commander in the Civil War, 
and a rustler, too,—who says that Am- 
erican rugby is murder. That is pretty 
strong language, but it hits the mark 
in the middle, because there have been 
cases this year where players were kill- 
by being made victims of the combined 
attack of players on the other side and 
pounded at until they were fatally 
hurt. General Mosby points the case 
thus sharply: : 


. ‘IT have read with indignation, min- 
gled with sorrow, the account of the 
murder of young Christian, a student 
of the University of, Virginia, in a foot- 
ball game in Washington with George- 
town University. I use thé word ‘mur- 
der’ advisedly—the killing was not ac- 
cidental. 


‘‘The defenders of such sport say ‘it 
develops the manhood of ‘youth.’ I-deny 


it, unless by manhood they mean physi- | I 


cal strength. My idea of manhood is a 
sense of honor and courage, and such 
qualities may exist in a weak body. The 
difference between the past and the 
present in great American universities 
is the distante between Stonewall Jack- 
son and John L. Sullivan. Football sim- 
ply develops the brute dormant in man’s 
nature and puts the player on a level 
with an Esquimaux or a polar bear, A 
student who has broken somebody’s 
nose at football stamds higher than a 
master of arts. A man onabt not to go 
to college to learn to be a circus rider 
or a prize fighter.’’ ; 


That is putting it onto od 
and pibaty, biol criffarad ose 
followers were the har As riding, most 
devil-may-care yoy thousands of des- 
perate men fighting for a cause in dire 
straits, has not said a word too much 
in condemnation of a ‘‘game’’ thar 
kills twenty-six young, able-bodied, 
trained-to-the-minute athletes in a few 
weeks of play. 


However, maybe those lives were not 
wholly lost, although I’d not like to try 
to convince those who loved the lads of 
that. It may be, though, that enough 
lives have been sacrificed and that those 
who are in control of the rugby situa- 
tion will now see the heed of making 
their game tolerable or give it up. One 
or the other should be done at once.

The theatre gown of 
the moment is of such importance that it requires special care 
and attention, As has often been said, it is on the model 
of what was formerly called an informal dinner gown, mean- 
ing a gown to be worn at informal dinners and quite distinct 
from the dinner or ball gown, The tendency at present would 
seem to be toward making it more and more elaborate, cut 
lower in the neck and with shorter sleeves, but the smartest 
are as unlike as possible to the ball gown. The height of art, 
as exemplified by long, unbroken lines and draped folds, is to 
be found in the newest models for this style, and although at 
first glance the price demanded for an absolutely plain draped 
gown seems preposterous, it is easy to discern after an at- 
tempt is made to carry out the idea by aid of unskilled hands 
why these apparently ne styles are so costly An extreme- 
ly popular model is in black and yellow or black and rose, 
or nattier blue voile de soie, There is the surplice effect in the 
folds of the waist, while the manner in which the folds 
on the skirt are crossed one over the other is almost impos 
sible of description. A belt of satin or velvet, which can, if 
so desired, be ornamented by a large manufactured buckle, is 
the only trimming, the jewels of the wearer being supposed to 
furnish the necessary ote wpe J of any too sombre appear- 
ance. The contrast of the black with the light color is cer- 
tainly startling, but everything depends upon how the fabric 
is disposed, for it can be draped or adjusted without either 
the black or the color predominating, as desired, while the 
same scheme can b3 worked out in two shades of one color. 
Worked out in all black it is too dark and sombre, except if 
worn in mourning. 

The sleeves of the reception and theatre gowns are an im- 
portant consideration in the fashions now in vogue. There 
are several different styles. The kimono sleeve is more than 
suggested by the drapery on the waist, which forms the upper 
part of the sleeve or falls over the transparent cap. Just 
above or just below the elbow is the favorite length for the 
sleeve of the open reck waist, One model, of pink chiffon or 
net, is close fitting, but is covered with black chiffon or 
net that is slashed to show the lining and is then gathered or 
drawn into fine pleats finished with a jewelled button. Then 
the sleeve is finished with a broad band of openwork jet or 
jewelled passementerie. There are close fitting sleeves of 
pink chiffon, finished with a band of the jet or passementerie 
that from a distance gives the effeet of the arm being bare, 
with a broad jewelled bracelet. There’ are half sleeves of 
the material to mateh the gown, short and close fitting, and 
there are floating sleeves on the same order as the once popu- 
lar angel sleeves, or there will be worn a searf so draped as 
to form the sleeves. This might have been expected, for the 
tunie overdréss had always the short, loose sleeve, and then 
there must be the tight and longer undersleeve of lace or

The size of the waist is diminishing, but the exagger- 
atedly small waist attained at the expense of big hips and 
bust is not fashionable either, and how the desired results are 
obtained in many instances is a secret known only to the 
corset maker, who is an artist, if ever there was one, and who 
has also a thorough and practical knowledge of anatomy.

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The Experimental Farm 


(BY AGRICOLA) 


is gratifying to note the marked change that has come 
to the thought and purpose of Canadian farmers during 
he past few years. Every thinking farmer seems more 
to acquire a better knowledge of the principles of 
ture and to say a good word for the work that is bein 
plished by the various experimental farms. In 1886, 
he act was passed by the Federal Parliament to estab- 
five experimental farms in the Dominion, agriculture in 
da occupied a very different position from what it does 
bday. Two years prior to this, in 1884, the House of Com- 
mons appointed a select committee to inquire into the best 
means Hi developing and encouraging our agricultural inter- 
ests. This committee held many meetings and took evidence 
from a number of prominent farmers, airymen and stock- 
men as to the condition of agriculture in different parts of 
the country. In the report subsequently submitted to the 
House of Commons it was shown that the industry was at a 
very low ebb ah compared with the possibilities it contained. 
Small profits and consequently a bare livelihood obtained 
from the farm, weré making many discontented with their lot. 
Lack of scientific information, said the committee, was at the 
root of these conditions. During the session of Parliament 
in 1886, the Experimental Farms Act was introduced and re- 
eeived an almost unanimous vote. The farms were selected 
and established during the next two years, care being taken 
that they should be located as to be fairly representative of 
the larger settled areas in the several provinces in which 
they were placed. 
Twenty-three years have passed since the work was begun. 
During that time persistent investigation and experimental 
research have been carried on along the lines of work bear- 
e ing on the prosperity of agriculture in Canada. A great 
masse of important facts has been accomplished, and the prac- 
tical information gained has been freely distributed in the 
large annual reports as well as by numerous bulletins. 

* * * 


Now, if these publications are to do any good, their teach- 
ings must be put into practice on the \thousands of farms 
throughout the country. While scientists are hard at work 
in an effort to solve the many problems of the farm, I suggest 
that we farmers will consult our own interests by giving 
eareful and thoughtful consideration of all the facts that 
: are lain before us, either to approve or utilize or to form 
) @ basis for criticism or enquiry. In the first place, in order 

to get an intelligent grasp of these experimental farm bul- 

, letins it is essential that we possess a knowledge of such 

terms as nitrogen, potassium and phosphorus, of protein and 

earbo-hydrates, and how and why it is that each of these 

elements is so important to plant and animal life. These 

* simple terms mastered, the bulletins become at once full of 

interest and practical utility. The great tendency has been 

to assume that the farmer knows more than he really does 

of these things, and to shoot over his head. Writer and 

reader, therefore, cannot recognize this fact too soon or too 
elearly, nor apply the remedy too promptly. 


* e *

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I wish to present a few facts and\figures to emphasize 
the magnitude of the work and the dollars and cents value 
of the truths discovered and taught by these experimental 
stations. There is no other institution that has emphasized 
so plainly the opportunities for economy in avoiding needless 
losses in operating our farms. One of the greatest leaks 
is the vast amount of fertilizing elements that are lost 
through the careless methods of handling the manure that 
is being made on the farms during the year. The experiment 
farm teaches how to save and apply it to the soil, They are 
protecting the farmers who have to buy commercial fertilizers 
or comiuneguie?: fooling-ctuffs by auulyzing the different brands 
sold and compelling the manufactures to keep ‘his goods up 
to the guaranteed aralysis. . 

Again, if farmers would practice the methods recommend- 
ed by the experiment stations in regard to insect pests and 

& plant diseases, a very considerable amount could be saved 

: annually. : 

For some years a great deal of attention has been paid 
to such problems as the adaptability of certain varieties of 
different crops to special soils and localities; also the intro- 
duction of new varieties that promise well or better than 
those already generally known. 

After careful and continued experiments on the experi- 
mental farms have shown that any variety is specially prom- 
ising, it is cultivated on a larger scale so as to admit of free 
distribution among. the farmers, These samples are sent free 
through the mail in small bags containing from three to four 

\p pounds. Only one variety is obtainable by an applicant each 
{ year, and with this restriction, the quantity sent out every 
| ear opens, ee over sixty tons, more than 30,000 applicants 

eing supplied each season. Those farmers who take good 
care of the samples received usually have at the end of the 
second season sufficient seed for a considerable acreage, and 
hencefogward have all they require for their own seed and 
some surplus to sell to their neighbors. By this method the 
better varieties of grain are being rapidly spread all over 
the country, and the average yield increased. The farmer is 
directly benefited and with the help of the reports and bul- 
letins published by the experimental farms, he is kept in- 
formed of the general work in progress and is brought into 
sympathy with it, 

Many varieties of yon have been brought to Canada 
for test from nearly all the grain growing countries of the 
world. New sorts of wheat, barley, oats, and peas have also 
been produced by cross-fertilizing, with the object of com- 
bining the good qualities of different varieties more especially 
with a view of obtaining increased vigor, greater productive- 
ness, and an early-maturing habit. More than seven hundred 
new sorts have been produced and tested, and among these 
are quite a number of popular varieties. 


Experiments have also been conducted for a series of 
years to ascertain the quantity of seed grain most profitable 
to sow per acre, the depth in the soil at which it is most ad- 
vantageous to place the seed in different climates of the 
Dominion, and the relative advantages of sowing broadcast 
and with different sorts of drills, 

* * * 


The experimental farms are devoting muth attention to 
dairying and cattle feeding and to growing and harvesting 
eattle foods at a time when they contain the greatest pro- 
portion of digestible nutriments; to selecting the best breeds 
of horses, cattle, sheep, and swine for the specific purpose 
for which they are to be used; to compounding the rations 
for live stdck so that they will be palatable and well balanc- 
ed; to caring for the milk and cream and for the utensils used 
in handling them, 

e They test our seeds and tell us if they contain foul weed 
seeds or other impurities. I would advise every farmer to 
submit: samples of grass seed to one of these experimental 
stations before seeding. Poultry is also receiving a large 
amount of attention and the bulletins on poultry husbandry 
provide a fund of very valuable information for the poultry- 
man, The dairy farmer has been shown the expenses of keep- 
ing an unprofitable daisy cow and how to find out which ones 
are paying a profit on the amount of food and care necessary 
to maintain them, Now, these experiment farms are not 
doing the good work they could if we farmers would co- 
operate with them, read their bulletins, study the fundamental 
problems of our business and come out in the open and eriti- 
eize them when we think they are wrong. ome farmers 
criticize these institutions because they are a public ex- 

nse, but if some «f these critics would figure more and talk 
ess they would find that the cost of one of these stations 
does not amount to more than the price of a good cigar to the

For'such an undertaking on a scale sufficiently 


of money is necessary and as our western ranchers are like 
the eastern farmers, not much in favor of co-operative prin- 
ciple, while several large interests have been rather opposed 
to any change in existing conditions, nothing definite has 
et been done, A number of packing establishments in which 
oth beef and pork are prepared for local and Pacific coast 
trade are now in operation in Alberta and Manitoba, but no 
serious attempt has ever been made to develop and build 
up an export industry in meats or meat food products, It is 
true that in recent years some members of the great American 
meat trust have established outposts in the Canadian west 
with the results, so far at least, beneficial to the stockman, 
and it is possible that this action on their part may be only 
preparatory to larger operations provided the field is found to 
be sufficiently promising. It is questionable, however, bear- 
ing in mind the methods usually followed by these gentlemen 
once their grip is assured, whethey the establishment of a 
Canadian dead meat trade under their auspices is a consum- 
mation devoutly to be wished. 


**Such an enterprise, to be productive of the greatest 
benefit to all concerned, should be under effective public con- 
trol, and it is to be hoped that in the not too far distant 
future some practicable scheme will be evolved which, while 
affording a better and more reliable and regular market for 
our western live stock, will still leave the producer free from 
the trammels of any trust, whether foreign or domestic. 


‘*The advantages to be gained from the establishment of 
an export trade in dressed meat are, in the opinion of those 
who have most carefully considered the subject, quite beyond 
question, 

‘*In the first place, as has already been shown, there is 
a very serious loss from the unavoidable shrinkage which 
occurs in the carriage of live cattle by land and sea over 
the enormous distance which separates the original seller 
from the ultimate buyer. While this shrinkage will, no doubt 
become proportionately smaller with the adoption of improved 
methods of handling, finishing and transporting the stock, it 
can never be entirely eliminated and even when reduced to 
a minimum, it will, I think, be found to constitute the deter- 
mining factor in establishing the superiority of the dead meat 
trade from the profit point of view, at least as far as it 
concerns all cattle except those of the very best quality and 
finish. 

‘*As will be shown later, there is good ground for the 
belief that animals of the class last mentioned will continue 
to be profitably disposed of on the hoof. 


‘*Secondly, the competition which would be afforded by a 
sanely established, honestly conducted, and properly control- 
led dead meat trade would have a marked steadying effect on 
the prices paid to producers, With such a trade in constant 
operation, we would not see so often the fluctuations in 
values ‘which now oceur, and which are undoubtedly often 
due to friendly arguments between the buyers, many of whom 
unfortunately appear unable to resist the temptation to 
feather their own nests unfairly by unduly cutting prices 
when stock is plentiful and easy to obtain. Dealers in Can- 
ada as wel +

as a rule, but little yemains in the hand 


s of the producer, If 
buyers of live stock, which, to a greater degree than any 
other farm product, suffers from petty price manipulations, 
could only be made to grasp the fact that the time for small 
profit margins is when prices all round are low, they would 
soon begin to reap the benefits of self-denial in the form of 
a ny supply and a regular if perhaps not excessively 
profitable trade. So long as they continue as at present to 
shake the confidence of the producer by scheming for unjust 
profit when stock is plentiful, so long will they continue to 
suffer, as many of them are now doing, from a shortage of 
raw material, not only disastrous to themselves but involving 
great national loss. 


**Another, and by no means unimportant reason for the 
establishment of a dead meat trade, is one which has been 
plainly set before us on two different occasions within recent 
years, 


‘*TIn 1902, and again during the winter just passed, foot 
and mouth disease made its appearance in the United States, 
with the result that large areas were in each instance at 
once debarred from participation in the export live stock 
trade. While this was serious enough for those portions of 
the United States concerned, it was, for geographical reasons, 
of trifling importance when compared with the results which 
would inevitably have followed a similar outbreak in Canada. 


“*The United States has a long Atlantic coast line and 
many different *seapérts, situated far apart, and served by 
numerous widely separted lines of railway. They have also 
in constant operation a complete system of fully equipped, 
modern abattoirs, refrigerator cars and ships which enable 
them on the shortest notice to convert their export live stock 
into dressed meat, which can be sent forward without let or 
hindrance. 


‘We, in Canada, are in an entirely different position; our 
Atlantic seaports are few in number, and the railways leading 
to them pass in convergence through a narrow neck of land, 
measuring only a few miles from north to south, 


‘*We were, on both occasions, fortunately successful 
by efforts much more strenuous and exacting than is perhaps 
realized by the majority of Canadians, even those most inter- 
ested, in preventing the introduction to the Dominion of this 
notoriously infectious and easily transmitted disease. Had 
these efforts failed, our export live stock trade would have 
been stopped at once. The British authorities would undoubt- 
edly, and from their point of view, very properly, have pro- 
hibited the importation from Canada of live cattle, as well 
as sheep and swine, As a matter of fact, it was only with 
the erections difficulty that they were induced to refrain from 
scheduling Toronto and a large part of western Ontario dur- 
ing the last outbreak in which the states of New York and 
Michigan were involved. This attitude on their part was due 
to the fact that in the advices from Philadelphia, the origin 
of the outbreak in Pennsylvania, which was the first to be 
recognized, was wrongfully attributed to a shipment of cattle 
from Toronto, I was fortunately at the time in close personal 
communication with the British board of agriculture, and it 
was only by the strongest representations that the action 
above indicated was averted, The board, however, insisted 
on a farm to farm inspection of the whole area to which any 
suspicion could possibly be attached, and it was therefore at 
its direct instance that this particular line of work was un- 
dertaken and carrie@ out, 


‘*Canada is practically without abattoirs equipped for the 
slaughter of cattle, except to a very limited extent for the 
home market; she has no system o refrigerator meat cars, 
and has entering her ports very few ships fitted for the 
carrying of chilled meats. In view of these facts it is scarcely 
necessary to dwell on the risk which she is continually carry- 
ing. At any time, in spite of the best efforts of her veterinary 
sanitary service, the appearance within her borders of one 
or other of the diseases scheduled by the British board of 
agriculture is within the range of possibility. As matters 
now stand, were such a thing to occur, egpecially during the 
shortrperiod in which our western cattle are shipped, or at

THE ENORMOUS CROPS OF 1909 
BOUT a month ago, the prelimin- 
ary estimates of this year’s crops 
were published by the United 
States Bureau of Statistics. While not 
cccatieranle a record, the figures were 
considerably in excess of those of last 
year, and were not far from the record 
established in 1906. However, figures 
above a thousand mean nothing to the 
average man, and no conception of this 
enormous production can be obtained 
unless he actually sees the entire érop. 
Comparing United States crops with 
other countries, we find that they lead 
the world in the production of corn, 
oats, and wheat. ast year they did 
not equal aki Russia’s oats pro- 
duction, but this year’s estimate is 
176,000,000 bushels more than that of 
last year; and while the figures for the 
1909 crop in Russia are not yet avail- 
able, it seems improbable that they 
will equal the United States figures for 
this year. When it comes to barley, the 
States must take second place, acceding 
first place to Russia. Russia also leads 
the world in the production of rye. The 
States stand fourth in the production of 
potatoes, with Germany, Russia, and 
Austria ahead of us. 


While Americans may flatter them- 
selves on their production of corn, oats, 
and wheat, the figures show that they 
do not make the best use of their acre- 
age. The United Kingdom seems to be 
able to produce more wheat from an 
acre of land than any other country. 
For the years 1898 to 1907 it has pro- 
duced 32.6 bushels per acre, as against 
13.9 in the States, and 9.3 in Russia, 
which makes the poorest showing of the 
large wheat-growing countries. Ger- 
many leads in the yield of oats with 
49.3 bushels per acre against 29.8 in the 
States. However, it seems very natural 
that the country having the largest tract 
under cultivation should have a poorer 
yield than those countries in which 
farming operations are carried on on 
a smaller scale and more particular at: 
tention can be given to the treatment 
of the land, so as to obtain the maxi- 
mum product. 

The crops are this year in the aggre- 
gate about two per cent. greater than 
in 1908, and nine per cent, greater than 
the average of the preceding five years.
